Much  work  is  being  done  for  Avila,  accord- 
ing to  the  four  “Action  in  Arts”  section  chair- 
men who  held  report  meetings  recently.  The 
case  for  our  urgently  needed  Fine  Arts  Center 
is  being  presented  to  receptive  ears  all  over 
Kansas  City  by  hundreds  of  volunteers. 

One  busy  area  of  the  campaign  is  the  Firms 
and  Foundations  section  which  met  on  Janu- 
ary 7.  Chairman  Helm  Lillis  noted  that  some 
very  effective  contacts  are  being  made  be- 
cause of  the  exceptionally  high  calibre  of 
personnel  working  in  this  section.  So  far  his 
men  are  reporting  a good  response  to  their 
appeal  to  business  executives  in  the  Kansas 
City  area. 

The  Significant  Investors  section  met  on 
January  9.  Chairman  William  D.  Webb  found 
that  a large  number  of  interested  Kansas 
Citians  are  now  considering  substantial 
investments  in  the  new  fine  arts  center. 

Finally,  both  the  Alumnae  and  the  Parents 
sections  convened  the  following  week,  on 
January  13  and  14.  The  leaders  of  these  sec- 
tions, Mrs.  Charles  Brenneke,  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Anthony  D’Agostino,  reported  that  their 
large  groups  of  workers  are  finding  a great 
deal  of  support  among  the  people  who  have 
most  directly  benefited  from  Avila  in  the  past, 
the  alumnae  and  the  parents  of  present  and 
past  students.

Student  Rally 

The  Avila  Action  in  Arts  campaign  will  go 
the  grass  roots  level  in  February  when  the 
drive  for  all-out  student  support  begins. 

Twenty-four  enthusiastic  Avila  women  have 
volunteered  to  spearhead  the  effort  which 
will  be  conducted  primarily  from  February  10 
to  17.  The  student  drive  will  be  ignited  at  an 
all-school  rally  on  Monday,  February  10.  The 
student  objectives  are  to  get  one  hundred 
per  cent  cooperation  in  student  pledges  and 
secondly  to  raise  $5000  to  furnish  the  center 
lobby  of  the  new  fine  arts  complex.  They 
seem  headed  for  success. 

KCRCHE  Grants 
to  Faculty 

The  Kansas  City  Regional  Council  for 
Higher  Education  has  awarded  grants  to 
three  Avila  faculty  members  for  summer  pro- 
jects in  1969. 

Sister  Rosemary  Flanigan,  CSJ,  professor 
of  philosophy,  will  study  existentialism  and 
phenomenology  at  Northwestern  University, 
in  Evanston,  Illinois.  KCRCHE  awarded  her 
a grant  of  $900. 

Thomas  A.  Webster,  associate  professor  of 
sociology  and  chairman  of  the  department  of 
social  science,  received  a grant  of  $1500  to 
enable  him  to  do  research  in  Indian  studies 
off  the  coast  of  the  Bahamas. 

Sister  Patricia  Lorenz,  CSJ,  instructor  in 
biology,  received  $1194  for  the  study  of 
comparative  physiology  and  developmental 
biology.

New  Major  in 
Medical  Technology 

In  response  to  an  urgent  need  in  Kansas 
City,  Avila  College  will  offer  a new  major  in 
Medical  Technology,  in  September,  1969. 
The  program  has  been  planned  in  association 
with  St.  Joseph  Hospital.  A student  may 
choose  one  of  two  options: 

FOUR-YEAR  PROGRAM.  This  program 
leads  to  a B.S.  degree  in  medical  technology. 
A year  of  internship  is  included  in  the 
program. 

FIVE-YEAR  PROGRAM.  This  program  leads 
to  a B.S.  degree  in  chemistry  or  biology.  A 
year  of  internship  follows. 

At  the  end  of  either  program,  the  student 
will  be  qualified  to  take  the  national  registra- 
tion examination  for  medical  technologists. 
Further  information  may  be  obtained  from  the 
academic  dean  at  Avila.
